Veritablv cleanliness is 
next to godliness. But sanitation is not so 
much the work of the doctors or other 
practitioners as it is of the skilled sanitary 
engineer. It is claimed to bave been dis- 
covered that the sting of the mosquito 
causes yelow fever, the bite of the fiy 
typhoid fever, and that the ground squirrel 
is the carrier of bubonic plague. What is 
the remedy? Obviously, to exterminate 
the mosqnito, the fiv, and the ground squir- 
rel. This does not require the services of 
a doctor or the use of a drug. When efther 
tof these breeders and disagminators of dis- 
'case escapes, and the disease is transmitted 
ty the human body, the doctor with his 
drugs is helpless to give relief, 

(;oing. a ttle further in respect of 
‘different modes of healing, we have the 
osteopathic school, It does net rely upon 
or use drugs, but relles on the intriusie 
powers of the human body Itself to restore 
healthy conditions. 

We have also the practise of hypnotism, 
mesmerism and suggestion. This alleged 
means of healing, including “suggestion,” 
so-called, is very largely used now by the 
Old-school physician. It is an admission 
of the inefficacy of drugs. But it ts even 
more dangerous in its use than the drugs 
themselver. 

In 1866 the principle of healing which is 
known as Christian Science came into use, 
and is very generally practised. It. too, 
discards the use of drugs. tnilike all the 
other modes of healing that I have men- 
tioned, it is religious in Its eharacter. The 
healing is not its religion, but is incidental 
to und results from its religion. Its henl- 
log ix net confined to its own religious bhe- 
lievers, but open to all men, 


Motive for Activity 


There thundant evidence, which can 
not be reviewed here, that the efforts of the 
American Medical Association to secure re 
strictive legislation affecting other schools 
of healing and legislation giving its school 
udditional powers and privileges are selfish 
in the extreme and intolerant and oppressive 
us | shall show further along.

But all of these Christian bodiex believe 
in divine healing. They pray to Almighty 
God for the healing of their sick. and belleve 
fn the, efficacy of such prayer. And vet 
keine people belonging to these religious 
bodies, I hope not many of them, deny to 
the Christian Scientist the right to heal by 
raver, and denounce his pretensions te 
eal through the powcr of the same God 
that they, serve and trust as both false and 
ungodlr. 

There’ is this difference bi 
prayer of other Christian people 
tian Seclentists: Their praver Is an appeal 
to God for intervention in the particular 
case” They attempt to move God to heal the 
individual. The Christian Scientist belleves 
that God is unchangeable, and that He can 
not be moved by prayer to do or mot to 
do a desired thing: but that He has already 
and for all time given man al! good, which 
is always there for him when he conforms 
to Hlis laws and does His bidding. Ther 
fore the Christian Scientist prays not to

Jesus of Nazareth was persecuted and 
finally erueified for preaching the gospel 
and practising his. religious belief, by heal 
ing the siek. To do the same today in the 
twenticth century in the great state 
New- York, if he were here, would make 
him a eriminal. subject to fine and tm 
Prisonment by the laws of that state. Only 
aA few days ago a Christian Scientist Was 
convieied and punished for healing the sick 
as he believed in the way and by the same 
power and principle that Jesus healed.

This. of course. is a prohibition against 
tion bby the federal government. Article 
IV. section 1, provides: 

“No state shall make or enforce any law 
Which shall abridge the privileges or im 
munities of citizens of the United States.” 

There can be ne higber or more sacred 
rivilege than that of exercising one's re 
igion. and every citizen I< entitled to 
protection from any law that would deny 
or abridge that right. 

In Revnolds vs. United 
145. 1625. the court said: 

“Congress cannot pass a law for 
goverument of the territories which 
prohibit the free exercise of religion. 
first amendment te the constitution ex- 
pressivy forbids such legislation. Religious 
freedom ix cuaranteed everywhere through 
ont the United Strats far as con 
gressionakb interference is coucerned.” 

But in that court «distinguished 
between mere religious opinions and be 
liefs and overt acts made criminal bv the 
aws of the land. The court. after referring 
fo am euriv statute of Virginia on the 
Bubject. uses this further language: 

“Pn the preamble of this aet «ile Hen- 
ings Stat... S4) religious freedom is detined : 
aud after a reeital ‘that to suffer the civil 
mucistrate te intrude his powers into the 
teld ef opinion. and to restrain the pre 
fessiot or propagation of principles on 
supposition of their ill tendency, “a «dan- 
gerous fallacy which at once destroys all 
religious liberty. It is deelared ‘that it 
ix time enough for the rightful purposes 
ef civil government for it< officerx to inter 
fere when principles break out into overt 
wets against peace and good order’ In 
these two sentences is found the true dis 
tinction between what properly belongs to 
the ehurch ane what to the state.’ 

The effeet of the decision seems to 
that religious belief can not be punished: 
hot when. under the guise of exercising 
ones religion, an overt act “against peace 
and good order” is committed the overt act 
ix punishable by the state. 

This was a case where the defendant 
Was prosecuted for polygamy. and he de- 
fendéd ov the ground that polygamy was 
allowed and recognized by his church. 


~Not Against Good Order

The 
feourts have also held that of the many 
I schools of ‘medicine and surgery’ the leg. 
lislature could not prescribe that any one 
was orthodox and the other heterodox, but 
‘that those professing the different systems- 
| ‘allopathic. ‘homeopathic,” ‘*Thompsonian’ 
and the like—should be examined upon a 
‘course such as is taught In the best colleges 
‘of that school of practise, but that it is not 
‘essential that a member of each or of any 
special school ‘should be upon the board of 
examiners. 

... “Under the guise of ‘construction’ 
‘of those well-understood terms, the ‘practise 
‘of medicine and surgery’ the act essays to 
provide that the expression ‘practise of 
medicine and surgery’ shall be construed to 
mean the management ‘for fee or reward’ 
of any case of disease. physical or mental, 
real or imaginary, with or without drugs, 
isurgical operation, surgical or mechanical 
jappliances, or by any other method what- 
isoever: that is, the practise of surgery 
jand medicine shall mean practise without 
surgery or mnedicine if a fee is charged.

authorities the world has known. Medi-

sclence. All the law can do is to regulate 
‘and safeguard the use of powerful and 
dangerous remedies, like the knife and 
drugs, but it cannot forbid dispensing 
with them. When the Master, who was 
himself called the tj;00d Physician, was 
told that other than his followers were 
casting out devils and curing diseases, he 
said, ‘Forbid them not.’ 

The case last referred to did not relate 
to the religious side of the question. The 
(defendant made no claim that gave rise 
(to any such question. But the courts of 
thix country have jealously Kuarded the 
| religious rights and opinions of the peo- 
\ple as within the protection of the con- 
-<titution. The case of the Church of the 

lioly Trinity v. United States (1448 1. S.. 
(457), while not involving a constitutional 
question, is an interesting one as show- 
ing the attitude of the highest court in 
the country in matters of religion. 

The plainfiff in the case had, br con 
‘tract, employed a foreigner as ita minister 
or rector. The question was whether such 
a contract was in violation of the statute 
|forbidding tife “importation and migration 
(of foreigners and aliens under contract or 
lagreement to perform labor in the United 
States.” It was conceded that the case 
Was within the letter of the statute. but itt 
iwas held not to be within Its spirtt. The 
‘court, looking to the title of the act and 
ithe evils evidently intended to be met by 
lit. decided that its object was to “satay 
lthe infux ef cheap unskilled labor" into 
this country. 

Iu commenting upon this situation Mr. 
fJustice Urewer had this to say on the

Religious Obligations 


“If we examine the 
various states we find in them a constant 
recognition of religious obligations. Mvery 
constitution of every one of the 44 states 
‘contains language which elther directly or 
by clear Implication recognizes a profound 
reverence for religion and an assumption 
that its influence in all human affairs is 
lessential to the well-being of the com- 
munity. This recognition may be in the 


eonstitutions of the 


‘tution of of Illinois, 1870: ‘We, the people 
of the state of Illinols, grateful to Al- 
mighty God for the civil, political, and 
religious liberty which He hath so long 
permitted us to enjoy, and looking to 
Hiim for a blessing upon our endeavors 
, to secure and transmit the same unim- 
|}paired to succeeding generations,’ etc.” 
Hie proceeds at length to quote from 
the constitutions of the various states,’ 
showing their intention to encourage free 
and unrestrained reliance upon religion 
in the affairs of men. Then he says: 
“There is no dissonance tn these declara 
tions. There is a universal language per 
vading them all. having one meaning; they 
aflirm and reaffirm that this is a religious 
nation. These are not individual sayings, 
deciarations of private persons; they are 
organic utterances; they speak the voice 
of the entire people. While, because of a 
general recognition of this truth, the ques 
tion has seldom been presented to the courts, 
vet we find that in Updegraph v. The Com 
monwealth (1) S. & R.. 304, 400) it Was 
decided that ‘Christianity, general Chris 
tianity, is. and always has been. a part of 
the common law of Pennsylvania: 
not Christianity with an established 
and tithes and spiritual courts, but Chris 
tianity with liberty of conscience to all 
men.” And in The People v. Ruggles (8 
Johns... 200, 204, 205) Chancellor Kent, the 
great commentator on American law, speak 
ing as chief Justice of the supreme court 
of New York, said: ‘The people of this 
state, in common with the people of this 
country, profess tbe general doctrines of 
Christianity as the rule of their faith and 
practise: and to scandalize the author of 
these doctrines is not only, in a religious 
point of view, extremely impious, but even 
in respect to the obligations due to society 
is a gross violation of decency and good 
order. ... The free, equal and undisturbed 
enjoyment of religious opinion. whatever it 
mar be, and free and decent discussions 
on any religious subject is granted and se 
cured: but to revrile, with malicious and 
blasphemous contempt, the religion pro 
fessed by almost the whole community is 
an abuse of that right. Nor are we bound 
by any expressions in the constitution, as 
some have strangely supposed, elther not to 
punish at all or to punish indiscriminately 
the like attacks upon the religion of Ma 
homet or of the Grand Lama, and for this 
plain reason, that the case assumes that 
we are a Christian people, and the morality 
of the country jis deeply ingrafted upon 
Christianity and not upon the doctrines or 
worship of those impostors.” And in the 
famous case of Vidal v. Girard’s FE xecutors 
i’ Ilow.. 127. 198) this eourt,. while sus 
taining the will of Mr. Girard, with its 
provision for the creation of a college into 
which no minister should be permitted to 
enter, observed: ‘It Is also said. and truly. 
that the Christian religion is a part of the 
common law of Pennsvivania. ”’

It 
this spirit and the intolerance tbat springs 
from it that stands in the way of evers 
change of religious belief or the establish 
ment of any new or reform movement of 
a religious character. That just what 
the Christian Scientists are combating to 
day. While they agree with the orthodox 
churches In all the essentials of the Chris 
tian religion, they are denounced 4s &n 
ungodly people because they go further than 
the old churches« in attempting to obey the 
whole command: “Preach the gospel and 
heal the sick.” 


Tenets of Christian Science

Believing, as they do, that the healing 
of disease is a Christian duty imposed 
upon them by the command of the Master, 
a law that forbids it or abridges their 
right «nd privilege to heal the sick is a 
plain violation of both of the constitu- 
tional inhibitions above mentioned 

Mr. Tiedeman says further on this sub- 
ect: 
oo 6%. Police regulation of religion 
constitutional restrictions: If there were 
no provisions {In the American constitu- 
tion especially applicable to the matter 
of police regulation of religion, the con- 
siderations which would deny to the state 
ihe control and prevention of vice would 
also conatitute insuperable objections to 
state interference in matters of religion. 
But the rivalry and contention of the re- 
ligious sects not only demanded constitu- 
tional prohibition the interference of 
the national government, but gave rise 
to the incorporation of like prohibitions 
in the various state constitutions. The 
exact phraseology varies with each con- 
stitution. but the practical effect is he 
lieved in the main to be the same in all 
of them. These provisions not only pro- 
hibit all church establishments, but also 
guarantee to each individual the right to 
worship God in his own way. and to give‘ 
free expression to his religious views. 
The prohibition of a religious establish- 
ment hot only prevents the establishment 
of a distinctively state church, but like. 
wise prohibits all preferential treatment 
of the sects in the bestowal of state pat- 
ronage or aid. A law is unconstitutional 
which gives to one or more religious sects 
a privilege that is not enjoyed equally by 
all ‘Whatever establishes a distinction 
against one class or sect Is, to the extent 
to which the distinction operates unfavor- 
ably, a persecution. and if based on relig- 
ious grounds a religious persecution. The 
extent of the discrimination is not material 
to the principle. it ls enough that It creates 
au inequality of right or privilege."

Maternity in all its noblest 
aspects is to be sung about, described in eloquent speech and brought 
home with vivid power to youth. If dutiful and appreciative, their 
filial virtues will thus be but more surely fixed; if wayward and 
prodigal, they may be led home to the persons whose love for them 
is most constant. 

Here are but two of many illustrations right at hand to prove 
the thesis that American communities are more idealistic and less 
materialistic than they were twenty vears ago. Ideas and ideals begin 
to challenge practicalities and possessions. The heart and the eye, 
love and beauty, now occasionally have their sway. How far the al- 
tered attitude is due to the habit of travel and the spoil in the way ot 
enlarged visions of social achievement which tourists bring back, 1t 
is not for us to say. This factor counts, no doubt. 

Certainly repetition of the courtesy of Japanese tourists to this 
country, recently shown in their presentation to the city. of New 
York of several thousand cherry trees for planting.on Riverside 
drive, will tend to strengthen ties of sentiment between’ the two 
peoples: and the initial action by the Japanese, in itself, 1s one of 
those admirable manifestations of sentiment, by a people. only re- 
cently introduced to commerce and industry,,which occidentals would 
do well to imitate. 

Why should not states and cities occasionally be generous one 
fo another? What is there in collective action that debars display 
of the graces and amenities which characterize the best types of 
individuals? The French republic, as such, is giving to the state of 
New York, as custodian of the Champlain monument soon to be 
unveiled, a bust of the explorer by Rodin. Here is a hint with a 
lesson. States and cities that have sentiment and imagination and

ern state or city executive often wishes that he might wander out 

among the people to overhear their estimates of him, might get be- 

hind the scenes of subordinates cabals or know the bottom facts 

of alliances which he must obey or defy as an official. To get this 

information he may resort to strategy, using others. But he always 

would much prefer first-hand information. His own eyes.and ears 
are witnesses that he would trust most. 

This homily 1s prompted by the announcement that the young 
reform mavor of Cincinnati is dissatished with the evidence which 
others bring him about ways in which city departments are admin- 
istered. He has no finance commission, independent and vigorous 
and designed tor watchful and thorough probing, such as Boston's 
mayor can summon to aid him at any time. A long regime of 
machine politics has filled the subordinate posts with men who are 
not likely to tell Mayor H[unt any more facts than thev have to. 
So the Cincinnati executive proposes to see things for himself. He 
is to sally forth from the executive offices, camp out at department 
headquarters, watch the official wheels go round, see how citizens 
are dealt with, and gather his own information. It sounds prac- 
ticable. Afuch depends upon accuracy of observation and soundness 
of inference. Certainly he will emerge from the test wiser than if 
he sat still and took from others, at face value, whatever they pro- 
posed to make him believe. 

Mayor Hunt's scheme does not include assuming a disguise and 
wandering about at mght through bazaars and frequented places, 
hearing candid words. That is too far removed from American 


‘habits. Espionage, even in a good cause, is distasteful to the Amer- 


ican man. Yet there 1s something to consider in the plan worked 
out by the oriental rulers whom fiction has immortalized.

Mr. Bloomfield finds that the Porto Ricans are divided into two 
classes, the enormously rich and the extremely poor. He finds that 
the larger capitalists are doing relatively nothing for the public wel- 
fare. The rich men of the island show little appreciation of their 
opportunities. There is too much absenteeism. Class’ antagonism 
is developing, he says, as a result of all this. The want of sympathy 
among the prosperous for the masses of the people, who are toilers, 
is creating unrest, discontent and social and political discord and 
disturbance. 

It may be said that, taken as a whole, the testimony that has 
reached the United States during the last two or three years, whether 
through officials or through representatives of the political parties 
or through delegates directly from the people, does not bear out 
Mr. Bloomfield’s statements. One need‘ not be actually on the 
ground to see that much of the evidence given with regard to the 


- 


improvement of conditions on the island is influenced by comparison 
with conditions as they existed ten or twelve years ago. The working 
people of Porto Rico, it need not be said, are not even now on or 
anywhere near the plane of the working people of Europe or Amer- 
ica, but they are, unless all the testimony is false, much better paid, 
much better fed and much better clothed and housed than they 
were a few years ago. 

That Mr. Bloomfield has been able to see failure where others 
had seen progress and a fair measure of success in the task of lifting 
the Porto Ricans to a higher level, may be due simply to the fact 
that, for purposes of comparison, he has taken conditions as they are 
elsewhere rather than as they were in Porto Rico a few years ago. It 
is well that he has seen so clearly the other side of it. One mistake 
into which the United States should not fall is that of assuming, 
with self-satisfied air, that everything is all right when, as a matter 
of fact, everything may be all wrong. If the rich and prosperous 
in Porto Rico are shirking their obligations and responsibilities, 1f 
there is among them illegal evasion of taxation, if they are absenting 
themselves unduly from their estates, then these are matters that 
call for prompt and effectual redress. Mr. Bloomtield’s statements 
should be taken and considered for what they are worth, without 
prejudice and with the purpose of reaching the truth and acting in 
accordance with it.

This Yankee donor, Dr. Pearsons, was. not at all hesitant about 
imposing upon colleges which he aided conditions which some of 
them found it dithcult to meet. Tlis left hand knew all that his 
right hand gave. There was nothing secretive about his philan- 
thropy. He torced other donors to action that often caused resent- 
ment. Nevertheless it must be admitted that the thoroughness ot 
the mans devotion tu his cause, and that, too, at a time when the 
emphasis everywhere in contemporary activity.was on “bigness,” 
forces admiration. He knew what the small college of New Eng- 
land had done for that section of the country in its effort to create 
a literate citizenship. Ile believed in the cultural type of education 
which still dominates the “small college’ of America. He wished 
the youth of the heart of the country, lads trom the farms and girls 
from the villages, to be educated under social conditions and in an 
environment more homelike to. them than they would have if they 
found their way to urban centers and large universities. 

In this role Dr. Pearsons was a conserving factor in the process 
of American education, and he lived long enough to see a reaction 
in the theory of higher education which tends to indorse his con- 
tention. There are a variety of reasons why many of the largest 
academic institutions, 1f they could, would gladly delegate to the 
isolated “small college’ much of the work now done in the first 
two years of the collegiate departments of the universities. The 
superior Opportunity of the small college for that education which 
comes from contact with fertilizing and character-creating personal- 
ities 1S apparent; so is its exemption from those diverting extra 
activities, social and intellectual, which tempt the youth who needs 
to concentrate, and who has neither time nor funds for a life that 
is dual in its loyalties.

Now that the bill is passed, efforts are 
being made to induce the Governpr to veto it. He is hearing argu- 
ments pro and con. The merits of the bill and the necessities of the 
situation are such that 1f it cannot be shown to be wrong in principle 
or to call for wasteful expenditure it should be signed. Negligence 
of remonstrants to act while the measure was being debated prior 
to enactment is no reason why the law should be defeated now. 
The longer the operation of the new subway from Cambridge 
and places beyond is watched the more certain is the conviction that 
something must be done by the city to facilitate as much as possible 
the retail business of the section in which it is now planned to trans- 
form an alley into a street. Compared with sums that later may 
have to be spent for relief of congestion, the Avery street bill plan 
calls for a moderate amount. Care should have been taken in pro- 
viding a maximum of betterments, thus to have reduced the expense 
to taxpayers in general; but the important thing now is opening of 
traffic at a reasonable cost. 
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It 1s said that Cleveland is now experimenting with a pay-as- 
you-leave car, probably with the idea of seeing whether it is pos- 
sible to arrange things in any way so that the average passenger will 
actually have the nickel ready. |

TueE one thing likely to result from a heated personal argument 
over politics is a wider difference of opinion than ever between the 
persons who engage in it. 
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THe world has had its stone age; it has 
passed out of its irgn age within the memory 
of many; it is now well into its steel age, 
and it looks as if it were moving rapidly 
toward what with equal reason might be 
called its cement age. The bureau of statis- 
tics of the United States department of com- 
merce and labor has been engaged in the 
collection of data bearing on this subject, 
with the result of discovering that the pro- 
duction, consumption and exportation of cement in this country are 
all making remarkable gains. The quantity of cement produced, for 
Instance, grew from 8,000,000 barrels in 1890 to 738,000,000 barrels 
in 1910, the value in the same period having increased from $6,000,- 
000 to $69,000,000. It is probable that in no other branch of trade, 
with the possible exception of the automobile, has there been any- 
thing like the same growth. 

I. xportations of cement have increased from a tere valuation 
of $163,000 to $4,349,000 in ten vears. In 1912 the quantity and 
value of the cement exported by the United States will probably 
amount to forty times as much as the quantity and value of the 
cement exportations of this-country in 1900. From all appearances, 
the bureau points out, the United States is leading the world at 
present in the production of cement for industrial purposes. The 
production of Germany is less than half that of the’ United States, 
while the production of England is only two thirds that of Germany. 
Most of the 78,.000.000 barrels of cement produced tn this country 
1 1910 was consumed at home. Pennsylvania is the largest pro- 
ducer of cement among the American states, its product being about 
one third of the whole. The states following next in order are 
Indiana, Kansas, Illinois, Missouri, New Jersey, Michigan and New 
York. 

The cement is of the character;known as “Portland,” and it 
may be interesting to the general reader to learn something of tts 
composition. According to the United States geological survey, it 
is produced by burning a finely ground artificial mixture containing 
essentially lime, silica, alumina and iron oxide in certain definite 
proportions, The combination is formed by mixing limestone or 
marl with clay or shale, or by substituting low magnesia blast fur- 
nace slag for the clay or shale. It is through this slag connection 
that the United States Steel Corporation finds an entrance to the 
field and becomes almost a dominating influence in the industry. 

The introduction of cement on a large seale has brought about 
inany changes in the character of public improvements, in viaduct, 
bridge, tunnel, subway and sewer building, and in house construc- 
tion. It has made, generally speaking, for economy, for cleanness 
and for néatness. It has by no means reached the limit of its emplov- 
ment. Wuthin the last few vears the “cement appearance,” so objec- 
tionable to many where the composition is used in architecture, has 
been largely eliminated. It 1s capable of receiving various finishes, 
and, as may be seen in some of the newest subways, it can be mar- 
bleized and used for ornamentation in balustrades and wainscoting. 
Altogether, the cement age gives promise of being an agreeable one, 
providing that it does not run to extremes.

liners. The projects involved are approved by General Bixby, chiet 
of engineers. There is hardly a question but that they will have the 
approval of the committee and of Congress, for the simple reason 
that their necessity is made clear. It might be said with propriety 
in this connection that whenever New York has the improvement 
of its harbor in view no effort ts spared by those representing the 
city to clarify the matter for the benefit of those representing the 
government. 

It is shown im the present instance that mereased depth in the 
liudson is demanded in order to meet the requirements of the large 
transatlantic passenger vessels that ply as far up as I wenty-third 
street and the large freight carriers that go higher than that point. 
Conditions have changed in shipping during the last few vears, and 
the modern harbor must adjust itself to these changes. The chan- 
nels that were deep enough to accommodate the biggest liners a 
decade ago will not do today. The plan now ts for the dredging of 
a channel 800 feet wide and 50 feet deep at mean low water off Ellis 
island to Newark street, Hoboken; to deepen an irregular-shaped 
shoal off Hamburg avenue to a depth of 40 feet; to dredge a 
channel 550 feet wide and 20 feet deep along the Weehawken- 
Idgewater waterfront; to remove an irregular-shaped shoal in the 
east side of the river between West Njneteenth street and West 
Thirty-second street to a depth of 40 feet, and to remove rock 
rear the Battery and an obstruction near Spuyten Duyvil creek. 

These details are worthy of consideration, because they mav 
serve to.show other ports that are looking forward to increased busi- 
ness how thoroughly and sweepingly New York goes about its har- 
bor affairs. Nothing is asked here that wall not appear reasonable ; 
there 1s no hesitation about asking for everything that is necessary 
to improve the channels of the leading harbor of the country. Would 
not the attention to details, the thoroughness and clearness, so mani- 
fest in the procedure of New York, not only here but in all such 
cases, be valuable to other ports in pressing forward their claims tor 
government aid to improvements? The commerce of the country 
is growing rapidly ; unusual impetus will be given the shipping indus- 
try by the opening of the Panama canal. The nation will not be 
penurious in deabiig with those ports that can and will show good 
cause for claifning appropriations, but it is a first essential that the 
claims shall be set forth clearly and fully and that they be prosecuted 
vigorously. , 
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Tuat Congress continues to sit through it all is something for 
which the United States should congratulate itself. Things are 
not as complicated as they might be if the members of both houses 
were free to take the stump.
